The Republicans who wanta “strong 
man' for President should be well 
pleased with the nemination of James 
A. Garfield. He is a self-made man. 
Let us briefly review the career of him 
towards whom the eyes of the nation 
are looking as her future President. 

James A. Garfield was born in 
Orange, Cayuga county, Ohio, No- 
vember 19, 1831, and will therefore be 
51 years of age before he goes to the 
White Hause: His parents had set- 
tled on what was known as the Reser- 
vation, where the land was heavily 
timbered. The family was very poor, 
and young Garfield had so much hard 
work to do that he did not deed gym- 
nastics to develop that great muscular 
strength and sturdy frame for which 
he is remarkabie. Before the farm 
had been thoroughly reclaimed the 

father died, leaving the boy asd his 
mother to struggle along togetber 
alone and unsided. The mother stil! 
lives, and is at the home of ber son,in 
Mentor, Ohio. She is fond of tell.ng 
strangers how James once chopped 
100 cords of wood fer $25,and brought 
the money to her. 

From the hard labor of wood chop- 
ping young Garfield rose to the higher 
occupation of “driving” a canal boat. 


Subsequently he worked at the car- | 


penter’s bench. He was an eager 


student asa boy, spending bis days 
in toil and his evenings in poring over 
book#. As soon as he got a little 
money he attended a country school a 
few terms, and at length made so 
much progress that he was given a 
place as a teacher. Now he made s 
different division of his hours; study- 
ing and teaching by day and doing 
carpenter's work at night. At the 
age of twenty-three, with his hard- 
earned savings, he went to Williams’ 
College, Mass. From that iustitution 
he graduated with the highest honors 
in 1856. Returning to Ohio he ac- 
cepted a position as professor in 
Hiram college, and at the end of two 
years was made its president. While 
in this position he married, and to his 
wife’s unwavering faith in him and 
encouragement he ascribes much of 
his success in life. 

The Presidential nominee was never 
a preacher, contrary to a popular im- 
pression; his tastes running in the 
direction of politics. In 1859, at the 
age of twenty-eight, he was efected to 
the State Senate of Ohio. When 
the war broke out he became the 
leader of the Union party of the 
State. He enlisted a company 
of volounteers and was made 
the Colonel of a. regiment. 
Through the first year of the war he 
was distinguished as a brave and gal- 
lant officer, fighting in many of the 
most noted battles at the head of his 
regimeot. At Chickamauga he was 
made Major General. In 1863, while

The political carcer of Gen. Gar- 
field has been brilliant. II views of 
tinunce have always been clear and 
sound. He was one of the fimt to ad- 
vocate a return to specie payments, 
and has been a consistent friend to 
honest money. He was always a 
hard worker in the committees of the 
House. When Blaine was elected to 
the Senate in 1877, Garfield became 
leader of the Republican party in the 
House. Last January he was elected 
to succeed Allen G. Thurman, whose 
seat as U. S. Senator from Ohio will 
become vacant on the fourth of March.

EDISON’S ELECTRICAL RAILROAD. 


The practical application of elec- 
pirty’s Convention at Chicago is a re- tricity asa locomotive pewer would 
have seemed a very wild dream a few 
years ago, but Edison has made ita 
reality. He bas built an electric rail- 
way near his residence at Menlo Park, 
on which an electric locomotive andfa 
passenger car are run. The Scientific 
American gives the following descrip- 
tion of the invention: 
precisely like one of Mr. Edison's 
electrical generators, figured and de- 
scribed in our columns some time 
since, and the motive power is sup- 
plied by his stationary engine, the 
power being converted into electrical 
energy by a single generator. 

The current thus created is conyeyed 
to the track by two copper wires, one 
wire being connected with each rail. 
The armature of the locomotive makes 
four revolutions to one of the Irive 
The machine is managed 
about like a steam locomotive, and it 
pushes al.ead with wonderful energy. 

By invitation of Mr. Edison, repre- 
sentatives of this journal were present 
at a recent trial of this novel motor, 
and Lad the pleasure of riding, with 
some twelve or fourteen other passen- 
gers, at a break-neck rate up and 
down the grades, around sharpcurves, 
over humps and bumps, at the rate of 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 
Our experiences were sufficient to en- 
able us to see the desirableness of a 
little smoother road, and to convince 
us that there was no lack of power in 
tue machine. Mr. Edison says that 
he realizes in the locomotive seventy | 
per cent of the power applied to the 
He will soon add four 
more cars, and apply improvements 
which he has in contemplation. 

This grand experiment is designed 
to test the applicability of the electric 
current to this purpose, and to devel- 
op 4 railroad system suitable for plan- 
tations, large farms, and for mining 
districts, and perhaps it is not entirely 
visionary to expect that our street and 
elevated railway system may at no 
very distant day be successfully oper- 
ated by electricity.

A TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE. 


and “Narragansett” on Long Island 
Sound. * 


A New York dispatch gives the fol- 
lowing account of a frightful accident 
which occurred on the Sound last 
Friday night, as related by a passen- 
ger on the ington: 

Soon after the steamer left Provi- 
dence the weather becam thick. By 11 
o'clock nearly everybody was io bed, 
and all on bourd were quiet. At about 
11:45 there was a sudden crash, a 
in a moment there was terrible con- 
fusion. Meo, women and children,.in 
all stages of undress, rushed frantio- 
ally from their berths to the upper 
deck for a few moments. Everybody 
thought the boat was sinking and there 
wus a struggle for the life preservers. 
The officers of tLe boat said the boat 
was leaking forward, but there was no 
danger. It was then seen that the 
steamer inte which the Stonington 
bad run was the Narragansett. The 
latter had been struck amidship, and 
two or three minutes after tae collision 
flames burst out and immediately en- 
veloped the entire vessel. The scene 
was frightful. The shrieks and cries 
of the pcr? on the Narragansett 
were distinctly audible on the Ston- 
ington. The passengers could be seen 
leaping into the water and rushing 
frantically in all directions. The boats 
of the Scouington were lowered after a 
delay of several minutes, and by that 
time the Narragansett bad settled and 
was sinking. By some blunder the 
plags in the life-boats were left out, 
aud the boats filled with water. This 
causéd additional delay, The men in 
the boats did not koow how to row 
them. At last they reached the scene 
of the wreek and picked up a number 
of persons floating in life-preservers, 
mattresses, cheirs, tables, planks, etc. 
The scene was appalling at this junc. 
ture. The City of New York came up 
and lay off at some dis'ance. She 
low her boats and picked up as 
many of the drowning passengers as 
she could tind. When all hope of 
further rescue was abandoned the 
Stonington transferred some rescued 
persons—175 in number—to the City 
of New York and returned to Stoning- 
ton. Many of the passengers rescued 
a i scalded; others were half 
naked. -

A ghost, for 
example, appears to a per-onin New 
York at, say 9 o'clock on the 10th of 
June, and the pers-n subsequently 
learns that the ghost in question left 
ifs body in London at 9 o'clock on 
the same night, Nov, in point of 
fact, when it is 9 o'clock r. M. fo 
London it is about 4 o'clock P.M. in 
this city, and when it is 9 o’clock r. 
M. in New Yerk it is about 2 o'clock 
4. u. in London. It is hence evi- 
dent that a ghost who died in London 
at 9 o’cleck in the evening by London 
time presents himself here at 9 o’clock 
by New York time, that ghost has ap- 
parently been about five hours in 
crossing the Atlantic. 
made the journey at the electr'e rate 
of speed at which ghosts are popular- 
ly believed to travel, he would have 
arrived here at 4 o'oclock in the after- 
noon by our tine. As he did not, it 
is clear that his rate of travel is pre- 
ceisely that of the earth’s revolution 
on its axis. In other worde, the 
ghost has not traveled at all, but has 
simply poised himself in the London 
atmosphere and waited until New 
York came around. This is à fact, 
the importance of which cannot be 
overestimated by students of ghosts 
aud their habits.

What a Reno Man Observed on a Trip 


by Rail from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles. 


From an Occasional Correspondent. 

Tucson, Arizona, June 1, 1880. 
Thinking a few items from this dis- 
tant country might be of interest to 
your readers, I will give a brief des- 
cription of the route from San Fran- 
cisco to this place. Leaving the city 
at 7 o'clock r. M., we cross the bay 
and at the Oakland wharf step into a 
sleeping car which is to be our resi- 


through Reno and Carson to some] dence for the next 500 miles, and are 


soon speeding away along the east 
side of the San Francisco bay. At 
Martinez two of the cars, with their 
passengers, are switched off, to be 
taken across the ferry, by the huge 
boat Solano, and thence into Napa 
Valley. We do not cross on the boat, 
but pass along the north and east side 
of Meunt Diablo, through a beautiful 
valley where the farmers have already 
commenced cutting hay, and in a week 

orten days their grain will be ina 

condition to harvest, as it has already 

reached its growth and ouly needs to 

ripen. At 8 o'clock we reach Lathrop 


and find a good supper waiting for 
all hands, prepared by the gentlemanly 
host, J. A. Shepherd, who by the way, 
is a brother of George Shepherd, late 
State Senator from Eiko county. After 
refreshing the inner man, we again 
board the train and start south through 
the San Joaquin Valley. At present 
there is quite a large travel to the Big 
Trees and Yosemite Valley, conse- 
quently many of the passengers would 
leave us at Merced, so a small sized 
concert and a general good time was 
iudulged in by all the occupants of 
our car until 11 o'clock at night, when 
we bade adieu to the Yosemite tourists 
AT MERCED. 


At this place the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company have built the 
largest, and probably the finest hotel 
in the State of California, outside of 


San Francisco, and during the warm 
season of the year it is well patronized 
by a transient custom, while ju the 


cool season many families tuke up 
thelr residence there. This section of 
the country is neted for its agricultu- 
ral products, and stands among the 
foremost regarding the amount of all 
kinds of grain produced. I also no- 
ticed that at almost every station 
alung the railroad the freight houxe 
platforms were covered with new agri 
cultural implements, showing that the“ 
farmers were not backwerd about hav. 
ing all the modern improvements 
in the line of farming implements. 
After leaving Merced I retired to my 
berth and although the moon shioing 
down upon a broud expanse of country 
showing dimly the outline of the top 
of the mountains in the distance, pre- 
sented a beautiful scene, I was soon in 
the arms of Morpheus, During thie 
night we passed several prominent 
laces, among which was Fresno, 
Tulare and Goshen, and from the last 
named there is a branch railroad to 
Visalia, eight miles distant, thence to 
Hanford, from which place it will 
probably be built north and connect; 
with the 8. P. at Salinas. Arising at 
an early hour, I found that we had al- 
ready began the ascent of the Tebach- 
api mountains, and were passing 
through & country not only pictur- 
esque but exceedingly beautiful. 


THE FAMOUS “LOOP.” 


At Keen, which is 350 miles from 
San Francisco, we pass through a tun- 


nel several hundred feet in length, 
then coming out upon the mountain 
side, pass around upon it for a half 


ain, 78 feet above the tunnel through 
which we had just passed, thus form- 
ing a loop“ which is one of the finest 
pieces of engineering work ever ac- 
complished, and without which the 
railroad could not have been built 
ever the Tehachapi mountains. As it 
is there are Seventeen tunnels on the 
railroad in these mountains, but the 
most of them are short. One of them 
is cut through solid rock and requires 
no timbers. As we got higher up the 
mountains I observed neat houses in 
many of the ravines and small valleys, 
having cultivated fields around them, 
weich were not very large, but seemed 
to produce very well. All kinds of 
grain and vegetables were growing in 
abundance. There isalso plenty of 
water and timber here, and the hills 
and mountain sides are covered with 
verdure. We soon reached the sum- 
mit, which is 4,000 feet above the sea; 
and where there is quite a large vil- 
lage situated upon a broad plateau. 
Here I noticed a great many wild cat- 
tle running in the bills, and was told 
that wild game is plenty. The con- 
ductor said that bear were plentiful in 
that vicimity. 


FROM THE SUMMIT f 


we descend very rapidly, and at half 
past 9 A. M. reached Mojave, where 
we took breakfast. This place is only 
a small station on the railroad, and 
water has to be bronght thirteen miles, 
as it is situated in the Mojave desert, 


into which we have rapidly decended 
from the mountains.. There are also 


a great many teumsters with their 


Emerging from the south end we de- 


mile and then enter the mountain’ 


rairie schooners, who freight goods 
rom this place to.some of the mines 
in the bills, and they are all that keep 
the place in existence, After breuk- 
fast we again started on our journey, 
and for thirty miles we are on the 
desert, with no scenery but grease 
wood and yucca palms. We soon pass 
eut of the desert and go over a small 
ridge of hills, then down ravines in 
which there are plenty of oak and 
sycamore trees, and finally reach Ra- 
vena, which is quite a village, having 
many fine gardens in which grow all 
kinds uf fruits. I also observed that 
„pee raising” was carried on very ex 
tensively. As we pass down the val 
. it widens and we soon come into 
alarge open country, where agricul. 
ture is carried on with success. The 
Santa Clara creek flows through the 
valley and furnishes water whenever 
irrigation is necessary. The farmers 
were cutting their crops as I 
along the valley and it was only the 
19th day of May, so Southern Cuali- 
fornia may truly be called the garden 
spot of the land, for it is always sum- 
mer there, At 12:80 we reached 
Newhall,which is situated on the Santa 
Clara creek and contains many very 
fine resideneca. The Continental Oil 
Company has arefinery here which 
was erected at an expense of over 
$40,000. Aftey leaving Newhall we 
begin the ascent of 


Int SAN FERNANDO MOUNTAINS, 


whose sides are covered with green 
shrubs and grass, and soon enter the 
San Fernando tunnel, which is over 
6,000 feet in length, and through 
which we pass at a very slow rate of 


speed, imagining at the same time that 
it is night, as the car lamps are lighted. 


scend into the valley and soon reach 
San Fernando, which is only a small 
village. This valley produces the 
greatest amount of grain of any io 
Southern California, and bebe 
no irrigation is required and short 
crops have only been known twice in 
twenty years. In the west the mir- 
age presents a wonderful appearance; 
while in the east u rugged, broken 
range of mountains makes the scenery 
very picturesque. I noticed a pecu- 
liar species of the cegtury plant in 
this valley. It is about ten feet high, 
three or four inches in diameter, apd 
at the top, branches spread out like a 
tree for a distance of two feet, having 
leaves: upon them. The general color 
of the tree is yellow, while the leaves 
are tinged with white. It blooms 
every fifteen years, and has such a 
fragrayt blossom that the whole coun- 
try is highly scented when there are 
many of them in bloom at the same 
time. At eight miles north of Los 
Angeles we reach the river bearing 
the same name. It is a small stream 
in itseif, but of much significance on 
the maps. The railroad follows the 
river and soon we reach Los Angeles, 
where we stop for dinner, and also 
have to charge cars. Thecity is some 
distance from the depot, but there are 
always plenty of coaches and hacks 
there to take passengers wherever they 
wish to go. H. B. M.

A horse or cow that runs there a

Au old horse that has been 
running there has haunted the Vir- 
ginia road in the vicinity of Brown's 
station a week or so. He is not quite 
naked yet, but soon will be. A little 
hair sticks on the side of his neck, a 
few stragglers around tle root of his 
tail, half 4 dozen in one ear. and a few 
other spots remain. His stumpy tail 
is as bare as a billiard ball and looks 
like the butt end of a leather whip. 
The mane is all gone and the heavy 
skin stands up a corrugsted ridge. 
Theskin is brown and looks like that 
of an elephant. A hairless horse is a 
funny looking beast.

Naches informs the Silver State that 
the Piute captains have been taking 
the census of their tribe in northern 
Nevada, and gives the following as 
the result: From Brown's Station on 
the railroad—including Winnemucca 
to Ft. McDermit—there are 608 Pi- 


ute Indians. Atthe sink of Carson 
there are 240;in Virginia city and 
Carson 801; from Carson to Walker 
river, inclusive 1,507; Wadsworth, 
Reno and Pyramid lake reservation 
201; Honey Lake valley 36, and Sur- 
rise valley and Ft. Bidweil 72. Mak- 
ing a total of 2,965 Piutes. This enu- 
meration does not include lhe Piutes 
in the southern part of the state, nor 
the mixed Piutes and Shoshones in 
this part of the county.

CHICACO CONVENTION. 


Pixley Nominates Washburne. 


The Choice Falls Upon Chester A. Ar- 
thur of New York.

The Convention began to reassem- 
ble at 5 o’clock. On the Chairman's 
table stood a floral effigy of a full rig- 
ged ship, floating on a sea of color, in 
which the name of Garfield was worked 
in scarlet geraniums, and mounted by 
a miniature star-spangled banner. 

The Convention was called to order 
at 5:30. Lambard’s male quartette of 
Chicago opened proceedings with pat- 
riotic songs, eliciting much applause. 

Geary of Maryland moyyd that the 
convention proceed to the nomination 
of a candidate for Vice President. 
Adopted. 

On California being called, Mr. 
Pixley rose to put in nomination, by 
the desire of his dwn,delegation, a 
nominee for the second place on the 
ticket. He commended the ncmina- 
tion of General Garfield as a strong 
one, and urged the importance of nom- 
inating an equally strong one for the 
second place. He named Elihw B. 
Washburne of Illinois, whose career 
in congress was most creditable, and 
to whose wise; humane and manly 
course in Paris during the Commune 
the speaker was a personal witness — 
a man whose cooduct on that occasion 
should, and would, draw to the ticket 
on which he is placed, the great mass 
of the German vote. 

While Pixley was speaking, Logan 
was seen talking to the Ohio delega 
tion, apparently in excited remon- 
strance against the support of the 
Washburne movement. 

McCarthy of New York seconded 
Washburne's nomination. 

The Chair read a telegram from Or- 
egon to Delegate H. H. Scott, an- 
nounòing that the Republicans yester- 
day carried that state by 1,000 majur- 
ity, and that Garfield's nomination ex- 
cited great enthusiasm.
